New York.—Bloodhounds are to be 
Introduced in New York City to run 
down criminals. 
Experiments have been made by of­ 
ficers connected with the department 


Woods, who for the last year has been 
studying the police conditions in the 
continental cities of Europe. 
Mr. Woods told his chief that the 
dogs had proved most effective In trac­ 
ing criminals, especially in the outly­ 
ing districts of Paris, but that a dog 
with an especially good nose could 
follow the tracks of a man through 
out the crowded streets of a city, if 
conditions of weather permitted, when 
the footsteps were hours old. 
The recent crimes against women 
and children, when so many assaults 
ami murders were committed, decided 
here in various upstate villages and 
cities. 
They have bottu so successful | Commissioner Bingham to experiment 
that, under orders from Commissioner 
Bingham, a large number of trained 
dogs will be brought to this city and 
installed in the station houses, to be 
rushed out to scenes of crime and put 
on the scent.

with the hounds. 
It has been found 
that a well-trained dog could follow 
a man in the open or country dis­ 
tricts many hours after the man had 
passed, but an experiment was made 
in a thickly populated city, in which 
a hunted man crossed and recrossed 
his own tracks through streets hun­ 
dreds of persons were walking con­ 
stantly. 


Four flours later the dog was un­ 
leashed. The dog was young, but well 
trained. 
He took the scent quickly 
and followed the man to his hiding 
place in a cellar of a cabin. 
“I cannot tell what city this experi­ 
ment was tried in," said Mr. Woods, 
"for we want the trials of the dogs to 
continue in secret for the present. We 
do not want our experiments ham­ 
pered in any way. I will say, however, 
that up to this time the experiments 
have been more successful than we 
believed possible." 
The plan of Commissioner Bingham 
is to have at least IOO dogs in New 
York police department 
In 
station 
houses in the criminal districts two 
dogs will be kept constantly, and in 
the other houses one dog will be suf­ 
ficient. 
Dogs will be kept in every borough 
ready for action the moment a crime 
has been reported when the criminal 
has escaped. In tlit' outlying districts 
except in cases where the criminal 
takes a vehicle to cover his tracks 
or where there is a path of water, 
which will wipe out the traces, it is 
believed that the dogs can hunt down 
a man in short time. 
In the densely populated city, where 
street cars ami trains afford oppor­ 
tunities for a man to cover his tracks 
from the dogs, the dogs will be used 
in identifying suspects. For instance, 
a suspect will be lined up with many 
other men, just as is the case now 
when 
an 
identification is to be at­ 
tempted. 
The dog will be made to 
smell a garment or some article touch­ 
ed by the suspect, and his training will 
be such that he will make straight for 
the guilty man. 
Great care will be 
employed 
in 
teaching the dogs. In the south, where 
bloodhounds are frequently used 
in 
tracking criminals, many of the dogs 
are ferocious when they come upon 
their man, and in most instances 
the fugitive is compelled to climb a 
tree or seek some other refuge to keep 
from being torn to pieces. 
The best trained dogs, however, will 
not attack the man the are tracking. 
They will simply keep ut his heels, 
uttering fierce growls and deep barks 
and howls until he is joined by men 
in pursuit. 
Commissioner Bingham is expected 
to begin buying hounds at once, and 
then after thorough training they will 
be assigned to flit* station houses. 
Except when the dogs are tracking 
a criminal or are being exercised they 
will be kept in leash. 
Trainers will 
be selected from among the men In 
the department whose duties will be 
ti) see that every dog is in perfect con­ 
dition.

So Says Prof. Larkin and Urges Time 
Contracts. 


San Francisco.—In a lecture before 
the San Francisco Sociological society 
Prof. Edgar Larkin, an astronomer, 
said: 
“Marriage for life is the great­ 
est crime that can be committed in the 
world, from 
either 
a 
physological, 
psychological or anthropological point 
of view and the third party who joins 
a man and a woman in a marriage 
for life, whether he acts In civil or re­ 
ligious procedure or as witness to the 
contract, is the greatest criminal in 
the world." 
Prof. Larkin said his views* were 
the result of 20 years’ close study of 
anthropology and of human 
nature.

“Ninety-five per 
cent, of the crimes in the world are 
due *to marriage for life, a contract 
that must be abolished in time, 
lf it 
continunes the Anglo-Saxon race will 
be wiped out. 
“I know w'hat I am talking about, 
for, aside from ray study of these mat­ 
ters, it has been proved to me that I 
am right. 
I have asked and received 
letters from 1,800 women in the United 
States—women who are talented, in­ 
tellectual and college-bred— and they 
tell me I am right'

Herd Sold for Strong Drink— Nomad* 
ic People Rapidly Diminishing, 


But No Other Nation Can 
Take Their Place. 


Washington.—The Lapps 
are 
de­ 
creasing in number. The most san­ 
guine estimate of the numbers of the 
entire race in Norway, Sweden and 
Russia does not place them above 54,- 
000. By some the number is placed 
far lower on the strength of trust­ 
worthy data. In Norbotten, the num­ 
ber of Lapps is 3.000, of whom 2.500 
are nomad Lapps and 500 settled, 
since, a certain number of Lapp fam- 
*lies have abandoned their wandering 
nabits, have 
built habitations 
here 
and there, and have endeavored, with 
more or less success, to imitate the 
life of the Swedish settler. 
That the race must die out eventu­ 
ally Is certain, aud its diminution may 
be very speedy, though its complete 
extinction may be still far off, since 
there Is no race that can possibly take 
its place on the high reindeer fjaell. 
Yet even here we come upon a factor 
which has, perhaps, hardly been reck­ 
oned with. We mean the decrease of 
the herds of tame reindeer. 
This has been goiug on in the last 
quarter of a century with striking 
rapidity. In one district alone In the 
last 12 years the reindeer have dimin­ 
ished from an estimated 30,000 to an 
estimated 7.000. This decrease is ex- J 
plained variously. The commonest and 
most plausible explanation which car- j 
, ries the authority of men well quali­ 
fied to judge, is that the demand for 
reindeer flesh, which has been brought 
nearer to the l^app by the opening of 
the Bohemian railway, has tempted 
them to part with the deer at a rate 
too rapid for their production. 
The herds of reindeer, which 
are 
taken off the high fjaell down to their 
winter quarters, are now within four 
or five days of Stockholm, and there 
is a good demand for reindeer flesh. It 
is said that the Lapp, who is no more 
able to resist strong drink than any 
other half-civilized man, is plied free­ 
ly with brandy, and in that state will 
part with his reindeer for a 
trifling 
I sum, or even for a fresh bottle of spir- 
I its or two. And he goes back to his 
fjaell stripped of half his herd, aud 
with nothing to show for it. 
But there is another cause also al- 
| leged. and that by equally good ati- 
thorities. It is said that Swedish state 
education is having upon the Lapp rue 
effect which not imcomntonly follows 
the early stages of learning. Every au­ 
tumn Swedes and Lapps alike send 
down their children to the nearest na­ 
tional School, where they remain for 
the winter months, the Lapps in most 
cases 
having “seminaries” to 
them 
selves. And it is declared that In the 
case of both races alike, after a few 
years of this training, the youngest 
generation, when it comes to the age 
of choosing its way of life, shows an 
unwillingness to return to tho hard 
outdoor life of the homes in the in 
tenor.

(ECRET TESTS BEING MADE BY 


NEW YORK OFFICIALS. 


European System May Be Adopted- 


Animals Will 0« Used In Trail- 
Ing Criminal* Through Crowd- 


ed Streets. 


New York.—Bloodhounds are to be 


Introduced In New York City to run 
down criminals. 


Experiments have been made by of- 


fleers connected with the department 
here la various up-state villages and 
cities. They have bc«n so successful 
that, under orders from Commissioner 
Blngham. a large number of trained 
dogs will be brought to this city and 
Installed In the station houses, to be 
rushed out to scenes of crime and put 
on the scent. 
The suggestion that these man hunt- 


ers would greatly strengthen the po- 
lice department car-ie 
from 
Fourth 


Woods, who for the last year has been 
studying the police conditions in the 
continental cities of Europe. 


Mr. Woods told his chief that the 


dogs had proved most effective In true- 


Four Bonn later the dog wa» un- 


leashed. The dog was young, but well 
trained. He took the scent quick!/ 
and followed the man to bit hiding 
place in a cellar of a cabin. 


"I cannot tell what city this experi- 


ment was tried In." said Mr. Woods, 
'for we want the trials of .the dogs to 
continue in secret for the present. We 
do not want our experiments ham- 
pered in any way. I will say, however, 
that up to this time the experiments 
have been more successful than we 
believed possible." 


The plan of Commissioner Blngham 


is to have at least 100 dogs in New 
York police department. 
In station 


houses in the criminal districts two 
dogs will be kept constantly, and In 
the other houses one doc will be suf- 
ficient. 
Dogs will bo kept In every borough 


ready for action the moment a crime 
has been reported when the criminal 
has escaped. In the outlying districts 
except in cases where the criminal 
takes a vehicle to cover his tracks 
or where there Is a path of water, 
which will wipe out the traces, It is 
believed that the dogs can hunt down 
a man in short time. 


In the densely populated city, where 


street cars and trains afford oppor- 
tunities for a man to cover his tracks 
from the rtqgs, the dogs..will be used 
In identifying suspects. For instance, 
a suspect will be lined up with many 
other men, Just as is the case now 
when 
an 
Identification is to be at- 


tempted. The dog will be made to 
smell a garment or some article touch- 
ed by the suspect, and his training will 
be such that he will make straight for 
the guilty man. 


Great rare will be 
employed 
In 


teaching the dogs. In the south, where 
bloodhounds are frequently used 
in 


tracking criminals, many of the dogs 
are ferocious when they come- upon 


ing criminals, especially in the outly- their man. and in most Instances 
ing districts of Paris, but that a dog ( the fugitive Is compelled to climb a 
' ' tree or seek some other refuge to keep 


from being torn to pieces. 


The best trained dogs, however, will 


not attack the man the are tracking. 
They will simply keep at his heels, 
uttering fierce growls and deep barks 
and howls until he is joined by men 
in pursuit.

ic People Rapidly Diminishing, 


But N6 Other Nation Can 


Take Their Place. 


Washington.—The Lapps 
are 
de- 


creasing in number. The most san- 
guine estimate o[ the numbers of the 
entire race in Norway, Sweden and 
Russia does not place them above 54,- 
000. Dy some the number is placed 
far lower on the strength of trust- 
worthy data. In Norbolten, the num- 
ber of Lapps is 3,000, of whom 2,500 
are nomad Lapps and 500 settled, 
since, a certain number of Lapp fam- 
•Jies have abandoned their wandering 
habits, have 
built habitations here 


and there, and have endeavored, with 
more or less success, to imitate the 
life of the Swedish settler. 


That the race must die out eventu- 


ally is certain, and its diminution may 
be very speedy, though its complete 


xtlnction may be still far off, since 
here Is no race that can possibly take 
-s place on the high reindeer fjaell. 
fet even here we come upon a factor 
hlch has, perhaps, hardly been reck- 
ned with. We mean the decrease of 
the herds of tame reindeer. 


This has been going on In the last 
uarter of a century with striking 
apidlty. In one district alone In the 
nst 12 years the reindeer have dlmin- 
shed from an estimated 30,000 to an 
stlmated 7,000. This decrease is ex- 
ilalned variously. The commonest and 
aost plausible explanation which car- 
les the authority of men well quali- 
fied to judge. Is that the demand for 
elndeer flesh, which has been brought 
nearer to the Lapp by the opening of 
he Bohemian railway, has tempted 
hem to part with the deer at a rate 
oo rapid for their production. 


The herds of reindeer, which 
are 


aken off the high fjaell down to their 
winter quarters, are now within four 
tr five days of Stockholm, and there 


a good demand for reindeer flesh. It 


s said that the Lapp, who is no more 
able to resist strong drink than any 
jther half-civillied man. is plied free- 
y with brandy, and in that state will 
iart with his reindeer tor a 
trifling 


um, or even for a fresh bottle of spir- 
ts or two.

•EGRET TESTS BEING MADE BY 


NEW YORK OFFICIALS. 


European System May Be Adopted- 


Animals WtH «e Used In Trail- 
Ing Criminal* Through Crowd* 


ed Streets. 


New York. — Bloodhounds are to be 


Introduced In New York City to run 
down crlminaU. 


Experiments have been made by of- 


ficers connected with the department 
here In rarioua up-state villages and 
cities. They have be^n so successful 
that, under orders from Commissioner 
Blngham, a large number of trained 
dogs will be brought to this city and 
Installed in the station houses, to be 
rushed out to scenes of crime and put 
on the scent 


The suggestion that these man hunt- 


ers would greatly strengthen the po- 
lice department cane 
from 
Fourth 


Commissioner of Police Arthur 


Woods, who for the last year has been 
studying the police conditions in the 
continental cities of Europe. 


Mr. Woods told his chief that the 


dogs had proved moat effective In trac- 
ing criminals, especially In the outly- 
ing districts of Paris, but that a dog 
with an especially good nose could 
follow the tracks of a man through- 
out the crowded streets of a city, if 
conditions of weather permitted, when 
the footsteps were hours old, 


The recent crimes against worrten 


and children, when BO ninny assaults 
and murders were committed, decided 
Commissioner Blngham to experiment 
with the hounds. It has boon found 
that a well-trained dog could follow 
a man in the open or country dis- 
tricts many hours after the man had 
passed, but an experiment was m;ido 
in a thickly populated city, in which 
;i hunted man crossed ami1 recrossed 
his own tracks through streets hun- 
dreds of persons were walking con- 
stantly. 


Four Hours later the dog wu un- 


leashed. The dog was young, but well 
trained. He took the scant qulcklj? 
and followed the man to bis hiding 
place In a cellar of a cabin. 


"I cannot tell what city thla expert* 


raent was tried in," a a id Mr. Woods, 
"for we want the trials of,the doga to 
continue in secret for the present. We 
do ^ not want our experiments ham- 
pered in any way. I will say, however, 
that up to this time the experiments 
have been more successful than we 
believed possible." 


The plan of Commissioner Blngham 


is to have at least 100 dogs In New 
York police department. 
In station 


houses in the criminal districts two 
doga will be kept constantly, and in 
the other houses one dog will be suf- 
ficient. 


Dogs will bo kept in every borough 


ready for action the moment a crime 
has been reported when the criminal 
has escaped. In the outlying districts 
except in cusea where the criminal 
takes a vehicle to cover his tracks 
or where there la a path of water, 
which will wipe out the traces, it is 
believed that the dogs can hunt down 
a man in short time. 


In the densely populated city, where 


street cars and trains afford oppor- 
tunities for a man to cover his track 
from the rtqga, the dogs-.wHl be use( 
in identifying suspects. For instance 
a suspect will be lined up with many 
other men, Just aa is the case now 
when 
an 
Identification is to be at 


tempted. 
The doff will be made to 


smell a garment or some article touch 
ed by the suspect, and hia training wil 
be such that he will make straight foi 
the guilty man. 


Groat care will bo 
employed 
In 


teaching the dogs. Jn the south, when 
bloodhounds are frequently used 
in 


tracking criminals, many of the dogs 
are ferocious when they come- upon 
their man, and in most Instances 
the fugitive is compelled to climb a 
tree or seek some other refuge to keep 
from being torn to pieces. 


The best trained dogs, however, wit 


not attack the man the are tracking 
They will simply keep ut his heels 
uttering fierce growls and deep barks 
and howls until he Is joined by men 
(n pursuit. 


Commissioner Illnghatn Is expected 


lo begin buying hounds at once, anc 
then after thorough training they wll 
be assigned to the station houses, 


Kxcept when the dogs are tracking 


a criminal or are being exercised they 
will be kept in leash. 
Trainers will 


be selected from among- the men in 
the department whose duties will be 
to see that every dog is in perfect con- 
dition.

'MARRIAGE FOR LIFE A CRIME." 


So Says Prof. Larkln and Urges Time 


Contracts. 


San Francisco.—In a lecture before 


the San Francisco Sociological society 
Prof. Edgar Larkln. an astronomer, 
said: "Marriage for life is the great- 
est crime that can be committed In the 
world, from 
either 
a 
physological. 


psychological or anthropological point 
ot view and the third party who joins 
a man and a woman In a marriage 
for life, whether he acts in civil or re- 
ligious procedure or as witness to the 
contract, Is the greatest criminal In 
the world," 


Prof. Larkln said his views* were 


the result of 28 years' close study of 
anthropology and of human 
nature. 


Continuing, he said: "Ninety-five per 
cent, of the crimes In the world are 
due 'to marriage for Hfe, a contract 
that must be abolished In time. If it 
contlnunes the Anglo-Saxon race will 
be wiped out. 


"I know~ what I am talking about, 


for, aside from my study of these mat- 
ters, it has been proved to me that I 
am right. I have asked and received 
letters from 1,800 women in the United 
States—women who are talented, In- 
tellectual and college-bred—and they 
toll m* I am right!

REINDEER 
ALSO 
GRADUALLY 


GROWING SCARCER. 


Herd Sold for Strong Drink—Nomad* 


Ic People Rapidly Diminishing, 


But No Other Nation Can 


Take Their Place. 


Washington.—The Lapps 
are 
de- 


creasing in number. The most saa- 
guine estimate of the numbers oE the 
entire race in Norway, Sweden and 
Russia does not place them above 54,- 
000. By some the number is placed 
far lower on. the strength of trust- 
worthy data. In Norbotteu, the num- 
ber of Lapps is 3,000, of whom 2,500 
are nomad Lapps and GOO settled, 
since, a. certain number of Lapp fam- 
'Jies have abandoned their wandering 
habits, have 
built habitations here 


and there, and have endeavored, with 
more or less success, to imitate the 
life of the Swedish settler. 


That the race must die out eventu- 


ally is certain, and its diminution may 
be very speedy, though Its complete 
extinction may be still far off, since 
there is no race that can possibly take 
Its place on the high reindeer fjaell. 
Yet even here we come upon a factor 
which has, perhaps, hardly been reck- 
oned with. We mean the decrease of 
the herds of tame reindeer. 


This has been going on in the last 


quarter of a century with striking 
rapidity. In one district alone In the 
last 12 years the reindeer have dimin- 
ished from an estimated 30,000 to an 
estimated 7,000. This decrease Is ex- 
plained variously. The commonest and 
most plausible explanation which car- 
\ ries the authority of men well quali- 


fied to judge, i> .that the demand for 
reindeer flesh, which has been brought 
nearer to the Lapp by the opening of 
(he Bohemian railway, has tempted 
them to part with the deer at a rate 
too rapid for their production. 


The herds of reindeer, which 
are 


taken off the high fjaell down to their 
winter quarters, are now within four 
or five days of Stockholm, and there 
is a good demand for reindeer flesh. It 
is said that the Lapp, who is no more 
able to resist strong drink than any 
other half-civiltued man, is piled free- '. 
]y with brands', and in that state will 
part with his reindeer for a 
trifling 


sum, or even for a fresh bottle of spir- 
its or two. And he goes 'back to his j 
fjaell stripped of half his herd, and j 
with nothing to show for it. 
j 


But there is another cause also al- i 


leged, ami that by equally good an- [ 
thorities. It is said that Swedish state 
i 


education is having upon the Lapp i*iie j 
effect which not uncomntonly follows j 
the early stages of learning. Every au- ] 
tumn Swedes and Lapps alike send j 
down their children to the nearest na- j 
tlonal School, where they remain for j 
the winter months, the Lapps in most ! 
cfises 
having "seminaries" to 
them- ; 


selves. And It is declared that in the j 
case of both races alike, after a few 
years of' this training, the youngest 
generation, when it cornea to the age 
of choosing its way of life, shows an 
unwillingness to return to the hard 
outdoor ]ife of the homes in the in- 
terior.

Manhattan and the Bronx and catling 
attention to some Interesting facts. II 
Is estimated that fires 
started 
b» 


carelessly dropping matches and cig- 
arettes cause New York city a los* of 
about t2.500.000 each. year. The city 
has an average of 23 fires every day, 
and fire losses In 12 months from alt 
causes aggregate something like $10.* 
000,000. 


Of the 6,357 fires charted In Man- 


hattan and the Bronx for the year. 
989 of them happened on Tuesdays. 
Tuesday Is Ironing day. 
The chart 


shows that the busiest hour of the 
for the tire department Is between »!*' 
and seven o'clock In the evening. 


It Is shown that the hours between 


six and 12 o'clock at night are most 
fruitful of fires. The chart gives 2,354 
to that period, while the early morn- 
Ing hours have only S€6 and the shop- 
ping and matinee hours have only 
1,907.
